Jessup said the U. S. and h er B rit­ 
ish and F re n ch Allies w ould push 
for quick U. N. action on their 
proposal.

LA N SIN G — (/Pi — The estim ate 
that the state’s general fund deficit 
will hit $55,000,000 to $60,000,000 
by next Ju n e is sustained by first 
q u arte r fiscal reports, says Dr. Ro­ 
bert F. Steadm an, state controller. 
He described the sta te’s general 
fund as in a “precarious condi­ 
tion” in a report to G overnor Wil­ 
liams and the legislature. 
Reports of revenues and ex p en ­ 
ditures for the first q u arte r of the 
cu rren t fiscal year show. S tead­ 
man said, that he ^vas right in fig­ 
uring a deficit of $15,000,000 to 
$20,000,000 this year on top of tile 
accum ulated deficit of $40,000,000. 
He said the only bright spot in 
the state’s fiscal picture was the 
additional revenue obtained by an 
increased corporation privilege tax 
voted by the 1951 legislature. And. 
he said, this increase was figured 
in the deficit estimate. 
S teadm an reported the corpora­

$12,104,000 
more than in the sam e period last 
year, and that another $3,000,000

in late collections is expected. 
But, he said, other general fund 
revenues have slum ped $1,388,000.

“W hile the state is contributing 
about 75 per cent of w elfare funds 
distributed in Delta county, ‘home 
rule* governs the situation,” said 
Maxey. 
Can Ask Investigation 
“As a result, the w elfare situa­ 
tion is 
almost 
entirely 
in 
the 
hands of the Delta county board 
of supervisors. 
The 
supervisors 
can clean up a ‘situation’ 
if so­ 
called ‘situation’ exists. 
“T he supervisors have access to 
relief rolls and, except 
for 
old 
age assistance and aid to the blind, 
which 
are 
federally-sponsored 
agencies, they can m ake w elfare 
rolls inform ation avilable if they 
w ant.” 
M axey said 
the 
state 
cannot 
m ake an investigation of a local 
relief situation unless it 
is 
re­ 
quested by local authorities. 
He pointed out. ho w ev er that in 
some 
instances 
the 
supervisors 
them selves are the m ain 
reason 
for unusuallv heavy case loads. 
Personal Politics 
“Supervisors 
often 
are 
not 
above plaving politics w ith relief 
funds, although we have had no 
indication that such is the case in 


Delta county,” said Maxey. 
“Often, with 
an 
eye 
towards 
keeping themselves in office, they 
w ill use their influence on local 
w elfare directors to put persons 
on relief who should not be there. 
“Such a procedure occasional 
ly happens where the chairm an of 
the board of supervisors or 
key 
men on the county w elfare com 
m itte of the board are more 
in­ 
terested in their personal political 
future than they are 
in 
county 
governm ent as a w hole.” 


Up To The People 
Congress recently took action to 
perm it/ contributing federal 
wel­ 
fare funds to states which perm it 
public inspection of relief 
rolls. 
The action resulted when Indiana 
m ade public such inform ation in 
violation of federal laws and then 
was refused further federal funds. 
M ichigan’s legislature 
has not 
yet taken action to approve such 
publicity. If it does, M axey indi­ 
cated. inform ation on the amount 
of old age assistance and aid to 
the blind may be m ade public. 
M axey concluded: 
“At present, Delta county’s Wel­ 
fare problem s are its own. If the 
nubile feels too much 
money 
is 
being spent on w elfare cases, es- 
neciallv undeserving ones, voters 
should indicate to 
their 
super­ 
visors that they w ant to know the 
facts. Then, 
if 
the 
supervisors 
w ant and ask for it. w e’ll send 
investigators in to see if anv irre­ 
gularities exist and. if thev do. to 
suggest ways of correcting them .”

The wiring 
includes a public address system 
that doubles 
as

em ergency 
alarm . 
Each floor has a room num bered 
13, a practice almost universally 
avoided in the com m ercial hotel 
field. 
Students will be spared the job 
of rem oving snow from the build­ 
ing’s sidewalks this w inter: rad ­ 
iant heat from im bedded 
pipes 
will do the task. 
But don’t drop in at the hotel 
and expect to be registered as a 
guest.

T w enty dead 
G erm ans were found in front of 
his position. 
By his heroic stand 
and utter disregard for personal 
safety, Sgt. Johnson w as in large 
m easure responsible for defeating 
th e en em y ’s attem pts to turn

Increased Traffic At Straits 
Shows Need For Building Bridge 
WITH nearly two months of the year still 
remaining, including the busy hunting 
season when traffic at the Straits of M ack­ 
inac is jammed, the num ber of cars ferried 
across the straits in 1951 has surpassed the 
highest 
12 
months 
record 
previously 
established. 
So far this year 607.000 vehicles have 
crossed the straits on the state ferries. The 
previous 
record for a year was in 1949 
when 605.973 cars crossed the straits. Last 
year’s total was 604,612. 
The figures show the urgency for con­ 
structing a bridge to break the traffic bot­ 
tleneck between the two 
peninsulas 
oi 
Michigan, Traffic is increasing and it will 
continue to increase. The 600.000 plus rec­ 
ord of this year would be greatly expanded 
if there was a bridge across the straits. 
The 
long 
delays 
at both ends of the 
straits, always a serious impediment to 
to traffic between Michigan's peninsulas, 
have increased in frequency this year. It 
is true that a new ferry will soon be in 
service to help meet the increased load, 
but travelers know that the only way to 
break the bottleneck is by constructing a 
toll bridge. Only then will a motorist be 
able to drive to the straits with complete 
assurance that his trip will not be delayed 
because of the water barrier. 
Next 
week 
when the hunting season 
copens, there will be traffic jams miles long 
on the Mackinac City city of the straits. 
Ferry boats will run without regard to 
schedule in determined but futile effort to 
keep pace with the demand. Hunters and 
other travelers will chaff at the delay and 
the inconvenience. Others who can avoid 


Movies, TV, Prove Quality 


Counts M ost 
l l f H E N radio came in. the prophets fore- 
** saw the quick demise of the phono­ 
graph recording industry. But they were 
wrong. The record business soared to new 
peaks, far outdistancing the moderate pre­ 
radio levels. 
Television’s 
arrival 
produced 
similar 
glum forecasts of the death of motion pic­ 
tures. Who would get out the car, drive 
downtown or to a neighborhood 
center, 
hunt for a parking spot and go to a movie 
when he could put his slippered feet up on 
a hassock and be entertained without leav­ 
ing his living room? 
For a good while, it looked like there 
would be much m ore substance 
to 
the 
movie-makers’ fears. Cinema theaters clos­ 
ed by the dozens across the country. 
The 
volume of business sagged painfully. Good 
films seemed an increasing rarity. 
But 
those 
who thought the tim e had 
come to start choosing pallbearers have 
been confounded by the events of recent 
months. 
The box office has picked up 
sharply. Hollywood, recognizing the threat 
to its existence, has poured energy 
and 
talent into pictures with a determination 
seldom matched in its erratic history. And, 
in dazzling succession, many of these films 
have won high critical acclaim. 
In the experts’ judgm ent, it is this new 
stress on quality that has turned the tide. 
Careful scanning of the box-office figures 
shows the movie-goer exercising extreme 
selectivity. The good ones he supports with 
impulsive vigor, long lines outside the big 
metropolitan theaters attest to that. 
The 
turkeys he lets die a lonesome death. 
Television has had something of the im­ 
pact on movies that the latter had on the 
legitimate theater. The films destroyed the 
market for run-of-m ine stage fare. Why 
see a play for a few dollars when you could 
see a picture just about as good for fifty 
or sixty cents? 
TV, with its great spate of studio dramas 
and its almost embarrassing emphasis on 
old films, is slicing away at the m arket for 
“B” pictures. 
But the thirst for top-grade cinem a ap­ 
parently has never really abated. 
In the 
dramatic mirroring of life, in the creation 
of light-hearted fancy, the films can oc­ 
cupy a unique place. 
With 
unsurpassed 
technical 
facilities, 
with 
abundant 
re­ 
sources, with cameras that can range the 
face of the earth, the movies are e q u ip p e d 
to contribute to art and entertainm ent rn 
their own special way. 
Too often in the past the film -m akers 
have sadly underestimated the increasing­ 
ly discriminate nature of then audience. 
Too often they have measured their task 
narrowly, ni terms of superficial en tertain ­ 
ment routinely and unimaginatively of­ 
fered. 
The 
recent 
run of excellent pictures 
raises hopes that, under the spur of TV 
competition, they are at last out to make 
the most ol their rich potential. In the end, 
there may be something like a m erger or 
compromise with TV. But a continuance of 
present trends will at least assure that this 
will be a meeting of equals, the movies 
are not going to yield by default as long as 
quality is their insignia.

GLOBE-TROTTING YANKS 
(Christian Science Monitor) 
The American today has replaced the 
Briton as the globe-trotter par excellence. 
He is literally all over the place. And along 
with the zest of discovering common h u ­ 
manity in all its forms, colors, and guises, 
he is carrying a new sense of responsibility 
—inherited in large part from the British. 
One of the signs of this growing w orld­ 
mindedness is the flood of books in which 
globe-trotting 
Yanks 
are 
with 
utmost 
frankness telling Americans how they look 
to others as well as seeking to explain why 
the others act as they do. Two^just pub­ 
lished and excellent examples are William 
O. Douglas’s book on the Middle East and 
James A. Michener’s on the F ar East. 
Surely no nation has ever produced more 
open-minded adventures into global friend­ 
ship than has America. The books record­ 
ing these may lack the rich 
complexity 
and sophistication of such British m aster­ 
pieces as “The Seven Pillars of Wisdom”

ica at its best. 


TRIPPI VS. LAMBEAU

Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON—Next to his grandchil­ 
dren, what General Eisenhower enjoyer 
most in Washington was playing bridge 
with Chief Justice Fred Vinson. ex-White 
House jester George Allen and Sid Rich­ 
ardson, the Texas oilman. 
Early in the game when Allen was w in­ 
ning, he remarked to Eisenhower, who is 
supposed to be one of the best bridge play­ 
ers in the country: 
“ I’m going to make an hour off every 
day to give you lessons.” 
Later Eisenhower started winning. 
“I think I had better arrange for yon 
to come over to Paris and play cards,” he 
remarked solemnly to Allen.

Eisenhower 
had 
with 
President Truman was highlighted by the 
general's view both on peace and the dif­ 
ficulties of the job in Europe. 
Eisenhower told Trum an that he had 
no intention of leaving his post in Paris 
until his job was done. Then emphasizing 
his agreement with Trum an that peace is 
the greatest issue in the world and that we 
ran achieve peace only through strength, 
the general added something to this ef­ 
fort: “Every time I look at the picture of 
mf grandchildren. I know how everything 
el.'-e is unim portant.” 
Trum an added something to the effeci 
that he would go to bat for Eisenhower on 
w hatever he needed to do the job in West­ 
ern Europe.

town, someone asked 
George Allen: “When do you think Eisen­ 
hower will announce his intentions?” 
“You

don't badger Ike about 
politics,” replied Allen in his Mississippi 
drawl. “ I just play cards and joke with 
him. But if I were to go out on a limb, I 
would say on the second ballot.” 
This somewhat inclusive comment was 
interpreted as meaning that 
Eisenhower 
would run, but only at the last minute. He 
cannot leave Europe until sometime next 
spring. The rearm am ent program is drag­ 
ging and he feels he cannot launch a po­ 
litical career until he has the job reason­ 
ably well under way. 
Whether 
Republican 
politicians, 
now 
eyeing the Taft bandwagon, can wait un­ 
til “tile second ballot"—in other words un­ 
til the last minute before the Republican 
convention—remains to be seen. , 
However, 
Eisenhower did reveal to at 
least one friend during 
his 
Washington 
visit that on diplomatic issues he sided 
with the Republicans in that he felt that 
Washington needed a housecleaning. But 
on foreign policy he said he sided with the 
Democrats. In fact, he went so far as to in­ 
dicate that if Senator Taft was the Repub­ 
lican nominee, he, Eisenhower, would not 
only not support him but might even con­ 
sider running against him as a Democrat.

President Trum an told 
new Democrat Chairman Frank McKinney 
that “friends” had let him down.

THREE SIMILAR WORDS 
Now 
and 
then, 
in a piece of fiction, 
usually, a person is described as being an 
“ascetic” or as having un 
ascetic” 
face. 
Since this word (pronounced uh-SET-ik) 
looks so much like “acetic” (uh-SEE-tik or 
uh-SET-ik) and sounds 
so 
much 
like 
“aesthetic’’ 
(es-TH ET-ik), 
also spelled 
“esthetic,” it is well to know all three of 
them. 
“An “ascetic” is a person who keeps Ins 
passions and appetites under rigid control, 
leads a very strict and self-denying 
life. 
Or if a person’s features are finely drawly 
giving an indication of self-denial and self­ 
control, we may say that he or she has an 
“ascetic” face. 
The word conies to us nom tile Greek 
“asketes,” a term applied in 
the 
early 
Christian church to a person who gave up 
former social life and comforts to lead one 
of lasting and solitude and religious devo­ 
tion. He became a hermit, that is, and our 
wold “ascetic” still carries a reminder of 
the stern life these ancient hermits lived..

The word "aesthetic” also has a Greek 
source, “aisthetikos,” having 
understand­ 
ing, or perception, especially by the five 
senses of sight, touch, taste, 
smell 
and 
hearing. Our word came into use about two 
hundred years ago by philosophers who 
had it indicate a keen 
appreciation 
of 
beauty, either of nature or the fine arts. 
Thus, a person may be described as “a e s ­ 
thetic” who has a keen pleasure in the col­ 
ors of autum n leaves, or in paintings, or 
who would make great sacrifices to hear 
good music. We now speak of the science 
of “aesthetics” or “esthetics,” which is in­ 
terpreted to mean the science of beauty 
and taste in art.

The ray s w ere 
found by detectors in 
V -2 
and 
o th er 
rockets

Sands, N ew M exico. 
T hey w ere 
found by m eans of photographic 
film , geiger counters and scin til­ 
lation counters. 
These X -ray s are m any tim es
